Racing's Greatest Improvement 


HE changes which have been made in the con- 
i i ditioning of races within the last year repre- 
sent the most important improvement in the sport 
in our recollection. We have emphasized them al- 
ready, and we re-emphasize them now, because 
they have taken place with so little disturbance 
and with such little publicity that they could 
easily be overlooked in these busy times. But 
actually they are of such profound importance 
that they should be recognized as the best news in 
years for the Thoroughbred breeders and owners. 

The following statistics are a case in point. 
They represent the comparison between the recent 
meeting at the Fair Grounds race track, New Or- 
leans, and that of the preceding winter at the 
same course. The figures for the 1943-44 season 
are taken from a comprehensive statistical sum- 
mary of the New Orleans meeting received last 
week. Those for the previous season were com- 
piled in the office of THE BLoop-HorseE. For both 
seasons the totals include the charity meetings.

In comparison with the previous season’s totals, 
11 per cent of the races were shifted from claim- 
ing to non-claiming conditions. Three per cent 
were added to the allowance races, 5 per cent to 
the graded races, and the other 3 per cent to 
maiden races. 

These changes, which would hardly be notice- 
able to a man feeding a horse in a stable on the 
back stretch, are nevertheless important to that 
man. If continued they will change his life for 
the better.

The rate of change is faster than we would 
have believed possible a year ago. We could hard- 
ly have expected Racing Secretary Julius Reeder 
to have reduced the proportion of claiming races 
by 11 per cent of the total in one season. The ma- 
chinery of American racing had been geared for 
so long to an extreme preponderance of claiming 
races that we believed it would take several years 
to achieve a shift of 10 or 15 per cent. 

But if the change at the Fair Grounds has been 
excellent, the improvement at Hialeah Park has 
been phenomenal. During the first 44 days of 
racing only 47 per cent of the races were under 
claiming conditions, and 30 per cent were allow- 
ance races, including the graded races. The total 
of allowance, graded allowance, handicap, graded 
handicap, and stakes races was almost exactly the 
same at the total of claiming races whose winners 
were priced at less than $3,000. The success of 
this change and the horsemen’s enthusiastic ae- 
ceptance of it are indicated by the fact that, in 
the two weeks ending February 26, 40 of the 96 
races were run under allowance conditions, while 
only 35 were claiming. 

We have no comparative figures here, of course, 
since Hialeah Park did not operate last winter. 
But the comparison would be superfluous, for the 
current meeting at the Miami course is almost 
certainly without parallel in American racing 
with regard to its percentage of non-claiming 
overnight races. 

One of the most powerful arguments of those 
who opposed the reduction of the number of 
claiming races was that it couldn’t be done. That 
is, there was no use trying anything that looked 
so difficult. We believed the difficulty would be 
great, but thought the issue so important that it 
was imperative that we make the attempt. 

We don’t need to debate this point further. The 
difficulty was greatly overestimated. Julius 
Reeder and Charles J. McLennan have demon- 
strated that non-claiming overnight races ean fill 
a major role in modern racing. What the winter 
meetings have done the summer meetings cer- 
tainly can do.

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Paddie the Ringer 


WO weeks or so ago this bystander clipped out 
of a newspaper a column by John Cashman 
which began “It is doubtful if any profession is 
murdered more ruthlessly by Hollywood than box- 
ing” and then went on to lament the fact that the 
silver screen couldn't seem to do a boxing picture 
without mickeys in the water bottle, gambling 
plots, and mean-looking blondes who tried to up- 
set Our Hero on his way to the title. What I 
want to ask Mr. Cashman, if I ever meet him, is 
whether he ever saw a motion picture about horse 
racing. Funny things come in over the air, too. 
Last Saturday evening, in a momentary fit of de- 
pression, this observer flipped on the radio just in 
time to come into the middle of a broadcast en- 
titled “The Painted Horse,” which was some- 
body’s version (I didn’t get the narrator’s name) 
of an episode in the life of that celebrated ringer 
and horse-thief Peter Christian Barrie, who had 
more aliases than there are Government bureaus. 
It was the ringing of “the champion Aknahton” 
for Shem that formed the subject of the story, 
and I’m sorry I didn’t hear it all. But I offer a 
couple of examples—Peter Christian Barrie was 
represented as the jockey in the case, and the 
grand climax came when, the ringer having suc- 
cessfully brought off the coup, a “sudden summer 
rainstorm” came up, and washed the paint off the 
horse while he was on the way back to the scales. 
Of course a “sudden summer rainstorm” would 
have surprised everybody more than the ringer, 
for the race in question was at Havre de Grace in 
October, 1931. It is not the present intention to 
set forth the Shem-Aknahton case in due order, 
but it might be worth mentioning that nobody 
suspected a ringer at all until the ostensible own- 
er of the winner, one William Marino, failed to 
show up to claim the purse, or to pay Jockey R. 
Leischman. When a man goes off and leaves a 
$950 purse, taking his horse with him, it gets the 
stewards to wondering. 

It took more than a month for Maryland offi- 
cials to find out enough to issue their rulings on 
the case, ruling off a half-dozen persons and a 
few horses. In the meantime they had a very 
pretty puzzle. A horse named Ladfield, later a 
rather good one, finished second to the false Shem 
in the race in question, this being a maiden race 
for 2-year-olds (Aknahton was actually a 3-year- 
old, you remember). Well, if Shem turned out to 
be a ringer, Ladfield got the purse, and was no 
longer a maiden. If Shem proved genuine, Lad- 
field was still a maiden and was eligible to 
maiden races. But if Ladfield ran again as a 
maiden and won, and it turned out that Shem was 
a ringer, why, Ladfield wasn’t eligible and would 
have to be disqualified, and the horse second be- 
hind him would cease to be a maiden, and if he 
had subsequently won a maiden race—well, you 
see how it could get. 

As for Aknahton, by the way, he turned up the 
following spring at Hialeah, running under the 
name of Gailmont, and as near as anybody could 
tell he had won two races at Agua Caliente under 
that name before coming to Florida. Paddie Bar- 
rie got into the news a couple of years later over 
some checks of the bouncing variety, and in 1935 
he was back in his native England.

California Plans 
An Institute 


ge the revival of racing in California the 
Thoroughbred breeders in that State have de- 
veloped a strong sense of the advantages of act- 
ing in concert and have worked in close coopera- 
tion with State and track authorities. As a result 
Thoroughbred breeding in California probably has 
had more direct financial encouragement from 
these sources than in all the other states com- 
bined. 

An outgrowth of this community effort to build 
up the Thoroughbred breeding industry in the 
State is the California Breeders Foundation, 
whose funds are drawn from the proceeds of one 
day of racing each year at Bay Meadows, the only 
track now operating. Breeders hope that other 
tracks, when racing is re-established generally, 
will grant similar favors, and if they should a tre- 
mendous fund would be accumulated rapidly. 

On Thursday, February 24, the California 
Breeders Association and the California Breeders 
Foundation held their annual meetings, and 
Harry N. Isenberg, owner of the Iron Mountain 
Ranch, was re-elected president of both organiza- 
tions. The other officers elected were: 

California Breeders Association: Walter Hoff- 
man, Jr., first vice president; Walter G. McCarty, 
second vice president; Edwin Janss, Jr., secre- 
tary; Carleton F. Burke, treasurer; Mrs. W. C. 
Gaffers, Charles S. Howard, Mrs. James Rolph 
III, George M. Buchnam, Charles E. Cooper, and 
Bing Crosby, directors. 

California Breeders Foundation: Walter G. Me- 
Carty, first vice president; Charles L. Latimer, 
second vice president; Edwin Janss, Jr., secre- 
tary; Carleton F. Burke, treasurer; Walter J. 
Thompson, Mrs. James Rolph III, Mrs. W. C. Gaf- 
fers, Bing Crosby, Charles S. Howard, George M. 
Bucknam, Charles E. Cooper, Ivon D. Parker, 
Walter Hoffman, Jr., and P. G. Winnett, directors. 

The similarity in the two sets of officers and 
directors gave assurance that the two organiza- 
tions would work in close harmony, and the pros- 
pect of large funds permits them to plan ambi- 
tiously for the future. “The funds of the Founda- 
tion,” Mr. Isenberg told the meeting, “augmented 
by the proceeds of a full day of racing at each 
track, yearly, it is hoped, will soon grow into a 
sizeable sum with which great things can be ac- 
complished toward uplifting the industry. Cali- 
fornians are already proud of the Thoroughbred 
nurseries which make up an entire new industry 
for the State, but in the future the eyes of the 
entire Turf world may be turned on California 
breeding, largely because of the Foundation and 
the effect it is bound to have—provided we let 
nothing take place to interfere with our plans, 
and provided also that the Association handles 
the money for the good of the whole and makes 
not mistakes in the big, over-all plans we must 
formulate and carry through to conclusion.” 

Beginning the formulation of the big, over-all 
plans, Mr. Isenberg then proposed, and the meet- 
ing approved, a “California Institute of Thor- 
oughbred Breeding, to be established and main- 
tained by the California Breeders Foundation.” 
Mr. Isenberg’s proposal was submitted in outline: 
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The breeding industry of California needs a gen- 
eral headquarters. It needs to establish an institu- 
tion. The institution should be in keeping with the 
importance of the industry it represents. It should 
point to ovr high ideals; it should symbolize the 
industry as we visualize it in the perfection we hope 
some day to see it. This institute should be beauti- 
ful, dignified, useful. It should stand as a testi- 
monial of the industry's importance, illustrate and ex- 
hibit its benefits, depict its desirability as a public 
asset, display its charm and its glory.... 

Would not a beautifully kept and efficiently oper- 
ated breeding and training establishment constitute 
an ideal institution for the purpose in mind? A com- 
munity-owned establishment designed to encompass 
and exhibit all the activities, aims, and policies of 
the California Breeders Association and the Cali- 
fornia Breeders Foundation. A model ranch, compre- 
hensive in its scope, including an ultra-modern train- 
ing track, quarters for yearlings and other California- 
breds owned by our members; a school for teaching 
the art of breeding, training, feeding, grooming and 
riding; a grandstand and sales ring for conducting 
our horse auctions; a suitable administration build- 
ing, with headquarters for the Association and the 
Foundation. 

An institution of this character would be an in- 
spiration to breeders and horsemen alike. In the 
public mind it would symbolize the breeding indus- 
try. It would powerfully affect the people's attitude 
towards Thoroughbred breeding and racing. It 
would favorably influence many substantial people, 
impel them to become admirers of the Thoroughbred. 
It would eloquently inform everyone of our exalted 
aim, our lofty intent, our earnest desire. And be- 
sides these psychological appeals, the institution 
would be an asset of great practical benefit. Inci- 
dentally, it would very probably be the first of its 
kind in America, and perhaps the world. 

The sponsoring of such an institution would be a 
magnificent gesture for the Foundation to make. I 
recommend that such a plan be adopted. | feel that 
every breeder, every track stockholder, every Thor- 
oughbred fan will endorse the proposal. 

This project might be brought to realization in the 
net very distant future. Purchase of a suitable tract 
‘of land and its conversion to our requirements would 
cost upwards of $200,000. Such a sum will soon ac- 
cumulate from a “Breeders’ Day’’ annually at each 
track in the State. The precedent already is estab- 
lished. Once the fund nears $100,000 the details 
can be worked out, the site selected, the architec- 
tural designs drawn. This advance work on the 
undertaking may be well under way twelve months 
from today, if all goes well. ... 


The Foundation has made an _ agreement 
through which the fair grounds at Ventura will 
be available this year for the breaking and train- 
ing of 2-year-olds owned by members of the Asso- 
ciation.

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PEDIGREE PONITS

Age Does Not Wither 


N recent months there have been a few discus- 

sions in these columns as to the relationship 
between birthrank and age, on the one hand, and 
racing class, on the other. Generalizations were 
given, and they were followed by the caution that 
they were virtually worthless in appraising indi- 
vidual horses. The generalizations would be help- 
ful to a breeder making long-range plans and 
policies for his operations, because there was a 
pattern which would indicate his expectancy. But 
in planning a given mating or appraising a given 
horse there were other considerations which so far 
outweighed the question of birthrank and age as 
to make this consideration almost valueless. 

Since one example sometimes makes a deeper 
impression than a generalization involving a thou- 
sand cases, here is an example. 

Some of the generalizations which apply here 
are: 

(1) The prospects of an untried broodmare are 
in proportion to her racing class; the higher the 
racing class, the higher the expectation as a pro- 
ducer. 

(2) First foals have a lower expectancy as to 
racing class than the other foals of a mare’s 
younger years. 

(3) The foals produced by old mares have a 
lower expectancy as to racing class than the foals 
of her younger years, and this decline is progres- 
sive with increasing age. 

The example coming up goes against all three 
of these “principles.” It does nothing to impair 
their significance, but is given here as a sort of 
exclamation point to emphasize that generaliza- 
tions are not “rules.”” It is given for the further 
reason that it is a matter of news and general 
interest. 

In 1920 Ignacio Unanue imported from France 
to Argentina the chestnut mare Boudra, by Sar- 
danapale out of Bravour, by Le Sagittaire out of 
Bavarde, winner of the French equivalents of the 
Oaks and St. Leger. Boudra had been mated with 
Sardanapale to foal according to the season of the 
southern hemisphere, and in the latter half of 
a she produced a chestnut filly called Baran- 

illa. 

Barandilla ran five times in races for 2-year-old 
maidens; she was second in her first start, un- 
placed thereafter. As a 3-year-old in the latter 
half of the year she was sent to the stud and to 
the cover of Verdun she produced her first foal in 
1925. This was the colt Barranquero, a _ high- 
class racer, winner of several good stakes, includ- 
ing the Comparacion, and later a successful sire. 

After the first year Barandilla appears always 
to have been bred to Alan Breck, son of Sun- 
dridge and one of the outstanding sires of South 
America. (Since she was a chestnut and mated 
only with chestnut stallions, all her foals are 
chestnuts.) Her fourth foal was Barranquilla, a 
good stakes winning filly. In 1935, at the age of 
14, she produced *Barrancosa, winner of 13 races, 
including a dead heat with Vagrancy in the Bel- 
dame Handicap of 1942. Her next foal, born in 
1937, was *Don Lin II (named Barangay in Ar- 
gentina, renamed when imported to the U. S.), 
winner of seven races in this country.

In 1939, at the age of 18, Banderilla produced a 
colt called Banderin, which appears to be the best 
of all her offspring. In 1942 he won the Gran 
Premio Nacional, Argentina’s top race for 3-year- 
olds, and in 1943 he was apparently the best race 
horse in that country, winning three of the great 
races, the Premio de Honor, Premio Carlos Pelle- 
grini, and Premio Comparacion. Besides the 
horses named above Barandilla also produced the 
winners Banister, Barandal, and Barranco. 

In 1941 Barandilla produced a filly by Alan 
Breck, named Brisamar. This filly was offered at 
auction last year and brought 32,000 pesos, the 
highest price paid for a filly during the year in 
Argentina, and the second highest price for 2- 
year-olds of either sex. This for a filly out of a 
20-year-old mare. 

Everybody knows, of course, that, no matter 
how much you figure, you don’t know whether you 
have a good mare or not until you have tried her 
progeny on the race course. Even then you can’t 
be certain, unless the evidence is of a positive na- 
ture. But the mare which has produced high- 
class horses is the one which has the highest ex- 
pectancy of producing high-class horses, and this 
generalization, which is nothing more than the ac- 
ceptance of trial-and-error results, supersedes all 
others wherever it applies at all. 

Barandilla’s history is roughly parallel to that 
of *Filante, which produced Fenelon at the age of 
21, and of Rose Leaves, which produced Bull Lea 
at the age of 19. 


LOUISIANA 
Fair Grounds 


HE successful 50-day meeting at the Fair 

Grounds ended with the program of February 
22, and horses which wintered in New Orleans 
began moving north, some going to Hot Springs 
for the Oaklawn Park meeting, others coming on 
to northern training centers to await the regular 
season. 

The last day of the New Orleans racing was 
featured by two good overnight handicaps, a 
sprint and a 1%¢-mile affair. The sprint, for 3- 
year-olds and up, had a $3,000 purse, of which 
the winner’s share went to C. U. Yaeger’s Corona 
Corona, a 4-year-old son of *Sir Gallahad III bred 
by R. A. Fairbairn. The Washington’s Birthday 
Handicap, restricted to 3-year-olds, was won in 
good style by Brandywine Stable’s Everget, a 
Snark filly bred near Louisville by E. D. Axton. 
The 2-year-old event filled so copiously that it 
was split into two divisions, both won by fillies 
from King Ranch. The first of these was Witch- 
brew, by Remolino; the other was Lady Godiva, 
by Equestrian. Both were bred by King Ranch 
and were trained by the former jockey William 
Crump. 

During the regular meeting (preceded by a 15- 
day meeting for war relief) a total of $530,475 
was distributed in purses, for a daily average of 
$10,609, considerably the highest distribution at 
the Fair Grounds for many years.

Awards. The five New York racing associations 
have announced that in 1944 they will continue 
to pay flat awards of $25 to the breeders of all 
winners in overnight races, and will pay breeders’ 
awards in stakes equal to 3 per cent of the added 
money.

FLORIDA 
Hialeah Park 


HE present week is the concluding one for the 

50-day Hialeah Park meeting, the best sup- 
ported in the history of the Miami track. It is 
one of the best in quality as well, for though the 
best stakes events may have had better fields in 
some other years, the general level of racing has 
been improved greatly, and both purses and op- 
portunities have been raised for better horses. 

The February 26 program, featured by the 
Flamingo Stakes, drew a crowd of 17,262, and bet- 
ting reached $1,019,514, this being the fourth Sat- 
urday in succession that betting has passed $1,- 
000,000, a figure it had never before reached in 
Florida. The featured event was taken unexpect- 
edly by Greentree Stable’s Stir Up, a Stimulus 
gelding which showed some promise last season 
and has evidently improved greatly over his 2- 
year-old form. 

Aside from this race Jockey Ted Atkinson’s rid- 
ing was the event of the day, as he landed home 
four winners from five mounts, his only loser 
being Stymie, third in the Flamingo Stakes. His 
winners were all well backed, but only one was 
favorite. 

The first race was a Class D allowance sprint 
for fillies and mares, and this was taken in a last- 
furlong rush by E. H. Carson’s Argentine-bred 
*Cousin Nan, by Codihue. The next was a 6%- 
furlong dash for 3-year-old colts and geldings, 
under allowance conditions, with the second-choice 
Swift Marine, a *Swift and Sure colt owned by J. 
Eitinger, leading all the way to win ridden out. 
The second choice also won the third race, for 2- 
year-old fillies. This was Isidore Bieber’s Bertie 
S., by Thanksgiving, now winner of three of her 
five starts. The fourth event was a split of the 
second race, and it was taken decisively by Ber- 
Mar Farm’s Double Feature, a Virginia-bred colt 
by Psychic Bid. 

The fifth race was the Flamingo Stakes. The 
following one was the secondary attraction, a $3,- 
500 purse for 4-year-olds and up, under allowance 
conditions, at 14% miles. The A. C. Ernst stable, 
whose Alorter had run disappointingly in the Fla- 
mingo, furnished the winner of this in the 4-year- 
old Questionnaire colt Alquest, bred by his owner, 
and backed down to 7 to 10. The seventh race 
was at 1% miles for 4-year-olds and up in Class 
C, and Mrs. Vera S. Bragg’s Transformer, by 
Insco, ran in front all the way, just lasting to win 
by a neck. The last race of the day, also at 1% 
miles but over the turf course, was won in new 
track record time by Grant Thorn’s Profile, by 
Filemaker (by *Ambassador IV), which covered 
the distance in 2:33%. 

Interest now centers in the $25,000 Widener 
Handicap, to be run on closing day, March 4, 
along with the Hialeah Juvenile Championship 
Stakes. Two of the principal candidates, Alsab 
and *Princequillo, are considered doubtful start- 
ers, though neither has been officially declared 
out. Post favorite is likely to be Calumet Farm’s 
Sun Again, winner of the McLennan Handicap 
February 19, and now apparently in his best form. 
Marriage, winner of the New Orleans Handicap 
February 19 at the Fair Grounds, has been ship- 
ped to Hialeah for the Widener, and other promi- 
nent contenders include Bolingbroke and Alquest. 
Shot Put is also considered a likely starter, and 
though the old gelding has not been running to 
his best form, he may improve over the 10 fur- 
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longs of the Widener. The New Orleans Handi- 
cap third, First Fiddle, may also be a starter.

The climax of the 3-year-old division in Florida, 
the Flamingo Stakes, found the 3-year-old situa- 
tion very neatly catalogued. Director J. E. was 
so much the best of the division there that he was 
3 to 5 in a field of 11. Gramps Image had been 
racing well enough to have some kind of a chance. 
The others were rather outclassed, and if a con- 
tender for major honors was to come from Flor- 
ida, it would have to be the favorite. But when 
the field came back to unsaddle, the cataloguing 
was all to do over again. Four outsiders had 
beaten Director J. E. to the finish line, and 
Gramps Image had run last. 

Director J. E. left the gate with his usual speed 
and drew clear. Stir Up held second place from 
Air Patrol, and Gramps Image, usually a front- 
runner, was being held sharply off the pace, his 
connections possibly feeling that an attempt to 
run with the favorite was unwise. On the back 
stretch the favorite attempted to shake off his op- 
position. With Air Patrol it succeeded well 
enough, but Stir Up kept forcing the pace, and 
as the field neared the far turn he began going up. 
Around the turn the two were lapped, and as they 
approached the stretch Stir Up moved to the lead, 
with Director J. E. obviously finished. Jack 
Westrope, who had kept the 40-to-1 Skytracer 
well up from the beginning, now made play for 
the leaders, and from farther back Ted Atkinson 
began driving Stymie. They caught the failing 
favorite in the last furlong, but Stir Up had no 
difficulty protecting his lead, winning by a length 
from Skytracer, with Stymie four lengths away. 
Fire Sticky, the only filly in the race, was an in- 
different fourth, coming from far behind the field 
at the end, and the favorite was a poor fifth. 
Gramps Image, possibly not responding well to 
the unaccustomed early rating, had nothing when 
called upon. 

At St. Louis James J. Carroll’s winter book 
shuffled its odds, made Stir Up the 12-to-1 third 
choice for the Kentucky Derby, dropped Director 
J. E. to 15 to 1, put none of the other Flamingo 
Stakes candidates in the first 12.

Stir Up was foaled May 15, 1941, at A. B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Stud, and as a Saratoga yearling 
was sold to Col. John Hay Whitney’s Mare’s Nest 
Stud for $3,800, after Trainer Duval Headley had 
taken a liking to him. Subsequently the Green- 


tree Stable of Mrs. Payne Whitney, the Man- 
hasset Stable of her daughter, and the Mare’s 
Nest Stud of her son were merged into one or- 
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ganization. Stir Up did not win a stakes as a 
2-year-old, though he was second in the National 
Stallion Stakes and third in the Saratoga Sales 
Stakes. He had spent most of the winter under 
Trainer John M. Gaver’s direction at Aiken and 
had only one preliminary race before the Fla- 
mingo; this was in a six-furlone Grade C race on 
February 22 in which he was third to Bull Weed 
and Freezout. He has started 14 times, won four 
races (three of them in his last four starts), fin- 


ished second five times, third twice, and has 
earned $24,695.

Tropical Park's Racing Secretary 


To fill the vacancy created by the recent death 
of Robert S. Shelley Tropical Park has announced 
the appointment of John P. Turner as racing sec- 
retary for the 30-day spring meeting which opens 
March 6. 

Mr. Turner is an official of long experience. 
He first became known in racing as a Turf writ- 
er in Baltimore, and his first official connection 
was as clerk of the scales at Bowie when that 
track opened in the fall of 1914. His first job as 
racing secretary was at Thorncliffe Park in Can- 
ada, and he later served other Canadian tracks, 
Blue Bonnets, Hamilton, Fort Erie, and Devon- 
shire. 

When John B. Campbell moved to New York in 
1935 Mr. Turner took over as racing secretary 
at Laurel Park, a connection he still holds. He is 
also racing secretary at Rockingham Park and 
Delaware Park, and at Hialeah Park was assist- 
ant to Charles J. McLennan. Last summer he 
served as steward during a part of the Suffolk 
Downs meeting. 


The Alsab Mystery Case 


On February 22 Mrs. Albert Sabath’s Alsab 
was entered for an overnight race at Hialeah 
Park but was withdrawn on order of track veteri- 
narians, who reported after examining the horse 
that he had a bowed tendon. This was enthusias- 
tically denied by Albert Sabath, who said that 
what appeared to be a bow was a growth resulting 
from a minor injury which Alsab had bitten be- 
fore it could heal properly. To prove his point he 
offered to work Alsab between races at Hialeah 
February 22, and when permission to do this was 
refused, to work Alsab after the last race. This 
was permitted, and Alsab went six furlongs in 
1:16. 


After this statements came fast. Veterinarians 
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examined Alsab immediately after the workout, 
apparently wanted to examine him again on the 
following day and were refused permission. On 
February 24 track officials announced that Alsab 
had been put on the veterinarian’s list, which 
means that he will not be permitted to start in 
overnight races without another examination. 
The horse can, however, be started in the Widener 
Handicap at the responsibility of the owner and 
trainer. On February 25 Mr. Sabath said Alsab’s 
chances of going in the Widener Handicap were 
very remote, that missing the prepatory race Feb- 
ruary 22 had hurt his chances considerably, that 
he could not run in another overnight race “with- 
out a further examination—and I will not sub- 
ject the horse to any more pushing around.” 
Alsab’s exact condition thus remained publicly 
uncertain, and it seemed that the Widener Handi- 
cap would be added to the considerable list of 
races in the last year for which he has been pre- 
pared, but from which he has been withdrawn. 


NEW JERSEY 


Atlantic City 


N February 24 the New Jersey State Racing 

Commission granted a provisional permit for 
a second New Jersey race track, the new organi- 
zation being the Atlantic City Racing Association. 
The association, according to the racing commis- 
sion, produced proof of $1,100,000 on deposit to 
finance the track, and will be required to post an 
additional $400,000 when building materials are 
released by the Government. Dates for a 1945 
meeting of 60 days, from May 22 through July 28, 
have also been granted, with the understanding 
that these are dependent on rather unpredictable 
factors, including the availability of labor and 
materials. The Atlantic Pines Country Club will 
be the site of the new track. Work is to begin 
at once on leveling and grading, and on clearing 
trees from the site. 

President of the new organization is John B. 
Kelly, a former Olympic oarsman and now a Phil- 
adelphia Democratic leader. Other officers are 
Frank D. Fiore, first vice president; Paul Harron, 
second vice president; and Glendon E. Robertson, 
treasurer. Fred C. Scholler, president of a Phil- 
adelphia chemical factory, has been appointed 
chairman of the board of governors of the asso- 
ciation. 

Plans for the racing plant have been drawn by 
John Sloan, New York architect who designed the 
Garden State Park track and the Hipodromo de 
las Americas, and former president of the Nation- 
al Association of State Racing Commissioners. 
The estimated cost of the completed plant is $2,- 
500,000, and the stands are to accommodate 15,000 
persons. Stabling facilities are planned for 1,200 
horses.

HE 30-day meeting at Oaklawn Park, Hot 

Springs, opened February 28 with cloudy 
skies and a muddy track, but an estimated 7,000 
persons were present for the inaugural, and the 
betting went to $240,231, figures which compare 
very favorably with those of last season, when 
the first day had a crowd of 6,000 and a betting 
total of $195,149. Furthermore, the 1943 opening 
was on a public holiday, February 22.

His time of 1:14 % through 
the mud was considerably the best of the day, as 
none of the three other six furlong races was run 
in less than 1:16. 


MEXICO 


Mexico City 


HERE was no stakes race at the Hipodromo de 

las Americas on the week-end of February 20. 
The richer part of the racing program begins 
March 5, when the Handicap de la Ciudad de Mex- 
ico, with 25,000 pesos added, will be run. This 
will be the first important test for the top 3-year- 
olds at the Mexican track, and 18 nominations 
have been made for it, including G. Z. Carranza’s 
Seeing Eye, and S. P. H. Stable’s Don Jose H., 
both also named for the Kentucky Derby.

AMBURG BELLE did not start again until 

Brighton Beach, July 30, when she won the 
Brighton Oaks (114g, m.) under 106 pounds. She 
was ridden by Hildebrand and beat Dimple (111) 
and Sonoma Belle (121). She started at the un- 
backable price of 1 to 12 and earned $4,135. She 
ran her worst race of the year in her next start at 
Saratoga, finishing down the course in a race at a 
mile, won by Delhi. 

Then, as is frequently the case with fillies and 
mares, she rounded to in the autumn and won 
three races in succession. On the opening day at 
Sheepshead Bay in the autumn she won the six- 
furlong Fall Handicap worth $2,780, under 120 
pounds, with Alan-a-Dale, Armenia, Lady Amelia, 
Grey Friar, Flying Ship, Reliable, and others be- 
hind her. Still at Sheepshead, at seven furlongs 
over the Futurity course and under 115 pounds, 
she won the Flight, earning $5,925, beating 
Jocund, Alan-a-Dale, Mineola, and others. 

Her last victory of the year was scored at Mor- 
ris Park in the Hunter, a one-mile handicap for 
fillies, worth $1,400. She was top weight at 125 
pounds, was odds on at 3 to 10, and under Lyne’s 
handling won easily by the best part of two 
lengths, beating Mineola, Ocean Tide, and Grace- 
ful. Back on Long Island, she lost her last three 
races—-finishing third in the Southampton Handi- 
cap, won by Dolly Spanker; second in the Ravens- 
wood Stakes, won by Scotch Plume; and third in 
the Richmond Handicap, won by Dick Bernard 
which proves how badly she had gone back. 

The year 1904 witnessed the debut on the Turf 
of the best filly I have ever been connected with 
in the sixty-odd years I have been associated 
with race horses. This was Tradition, a bay filly 
by *Goldfinch—Reclare, by Reform. *Goldfinch 
was a stakes-winning son of the unbeaten Or- 
monde, bred by Lord Alington (the accredited 
breeder of *St. Blaise) and trained by John Por- 
ter. He was purchased by James B. Haggin for 
$20,000 and imported into this country in 1894, 
when he was a 5-year-old. John Mackey came to 
New York, if he did not actually come over from 
England with *Goldfinch, to see the horse un- 
loaded. Mat. Byrnes was with him and, accord- 
ing to Byrnes, Mackey sent *Goldfinch to Byrnes’ 
farm near Eatontown, N. J., to recover from the 
effects of the voyage, and then forgot all about 
him. Byrnes states *Goldfinch remained at Eaton- 
town for a year. 

In the meantime Lord Rosebery had a yearling 
filly by *Goldfinch out of Illuminata that had 
been tried most satisfactorily, and inquiries were 
made as to the whereabouts of *Goldfinch. Then 
Mackey remembered he had left the horse with

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Byrnes and immediately telegraphed Byrnes to 
ship *Goldfinch to the Rancho del Paso. Lord 
Rosebery’s filly was Chelandry, the best of her 
sex in England in 1896, and Mackey then began 
to give *Goldfinch the best of opportunities. 
Chelandry won the One Thousand Guineas and 
over $60,000, and her name is a tower of strength 
in any pedigree. 

Reclare, dam of Tradition, was by Reform— 
*Clara, by Dutch Skater, foaled in 1887 and bred 
right here at Erdenheim by Commodore N. W. 
Kittson when he bought Erdenheim after the 
death of Aristides Welch. Reclare was a high- 
class stakes winner; she was owned by a man 
named Warnke, a former switchman on the Long 
Island Railroad. The money Reclare won in rac- 
ing, and that realized from her sale to J. B. Hag- 
gin when her racing days were over, raised 
Warnke to comparative affluence. 

Early in the year I was sanguine Tradition was 
something above the average. I gave her plenty 
of time and did not start her until July 4 at 
Sheepshead Bay, in the Vernal Stakes, the race 
immediately after the one in which Leonidas de- 
feated Hamburg Belle, also making her first start 
of the year. Tradition carried 107 pounds and 
was ridden by Willie Travers, who is still around 
and looks almost as young as he did thirty-odd 
years ago. Travers was a first class lightweight. 
He came up under Tom Healey, rode a lot for 
Edward R. Thomas and later trained for him. He 
rode 98 winners that year. Tradition closed fa- 
vorite at 2 to 1 despite the fact that Chrysitis, 
owned by my former patron Pierre Lorillard and 
trained by Fred Burlew, and winner of her previ- 
ous race, the Astoria Stakes, and R. T. Wilson's 
Belle Sauvage, trained by Tom Healey and winner 
of the Rosebud Stakes in her previous start, and 
six others were pitted against her. Tradition 
never left the issue in doubt—she led all the way 
and at the finish was two lengths in front of 
Chrysitis. At Brighton Beach under 122 pounds, 
ridden by Lyne, she won the Distaff Stakes, and 
three days later, coupled with Tongorder, she won 
the Winged Foot Handicap under 116 pounds with 
Tongorder third. 

Still at Brighton Beach, Tradition, ridden by 
Hildebrand, won the Venus Stakes, worth $5,850, 
under 124 pounds. The final day of the Brighton 
meeting, July 30, was a red-letter day for Mr. 
Paget, his horses, and for me. Czaraphine, a 3 to 
5 chance, beat Martha Gorman in the first race. 
In the Neptune Stakes, at six furlongs, the Paget 
entry of Tradition (122) and Jonquil (107), held 
at 1 to 8, finished first and second. Hamburg 
Belle, as previously related, won the next race, 
the Brighton Oaks. Shaw rode Czaraphine, Hilde- 
brand handled Tradition and Hamburg Belle. 

It was freely admitted that Tradition was the 
best 2-year-old filly that had appeared to date. 
She had won all five of her starts, all stakes, and 
I felt she was entitled to a rest. I did not start 
her at Saratoga as I wanted to get her fit for her 
engagement in the Futurity. 

The Futurity was run at Sheepshead Bay on 
August 27, just four weeks after Tradition had 
won the Neptune Stakes. She was as fit as I 
could get her and I was confident she would give 
a first-class account of herself. This Futurity at- 
tracted the best field of horses that ever went to 
the post for a 2-year-old stakes in any country. 
Tradition was top weight at 127 pounds. Sysonby, 
also carrying 127 pounds but in receipt of three 
pounds by the scale from Tradition, also had an 
unblemished escutcheon. He was owned by James 
R. Keene, trained by James Rowe, and had won 
all four of his starts, the Brighton Junior, the

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Flash, and the Saratoga Special among them. 
Tanya, racing in the green and white of Herman 
B. Duryea and trained by John W. Rogers, had 
won all five of her starts, the National Stallion, 
the Spinaway, and the Hopeful among them. Art- 
ful, stable companion of Tanya, was a maiden; 
she had run twice at Saratoga but her trainer, the 
astute John Rogers, in order to save her maiden 
allowance for the Futurity, declared in each in- 
stance to win with one of her stable companions, 
and Artful was restrained to permit Dreamer and 
Princess Rupert to win their respective races, and 
was thus eligible to the Futurity under 114 
pounds. Artful and Tanya were actually the 
property of Harry Payne Whitney, or of the es- 
tate of William C. Whitney. The latter had died 
in the spring and the stable was leased to Mr. 
Duryea during the mourning period. Of the re- 
maining 12 starters, all but one were winners, and 
many of them were stakes winners. The excep- 
tion was James R. Keene’s Wild Mint, ridden by 
Odom, and winner of the Dash Stakes his next 
time out. The Keene entry of Sysonby and Wi'd 
Mint was the favorite at 3 to 5. The Duryea trio, 
Artful, Tanya, and Rose of Dawn were at 5 to 2. 
I also ran Woodsaw, ridden by C. Kelley, along 
with Tradition, ridden by Lyne, and the Paget 
entry closed at 12 to 1. The odds on the others 
ranged from 25 to 1 up. 

At the finish Artful was three lengths in front 
of Tradition, which was a neck in front of Syson- 
by, with Tanya fourth. The winner, to my mind 
the best filly I have seen since Miss Woodford, 
was tossed in at the weights. She was never 
beaten thereafter. At Morris Park that autumn 
under 130 pounds she won the White Plains Han- 
dicap, running six furlongs over a straight course 
in 1:08, a mark they are still shooting at. And 
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this was the filly Tradition was trying to give 
thirteen pounds. Sysonby was leading when half 
the distance had been traversed, Artful was lying 
second, Tanya third, with Tradition fourth. I 
thought Redfern rode a most timid race on Syson- 
by—he had broken an arm or a collar-bone at 
Saratoga and I think the Futurity was his first 
race after the accident. I always told Jimmie 
Rowe he would have aone much better to have put 
Odom on Sysonby and Redfern on Wild Mint. 
Sysonby tired a bit at the end. He was never 
actually beaten in a race thereafter, though Race 
King ran him to a dead-heat in the Metropolitan 
Handicap on the occasion of Sysonby’s first start 
at three. 

All things considered, I was highly pleased with 
the showing made by Tradition. Lyne rode her 
perfectly; he kept her off the early pace and clos- 
ing with one long run passed Tanya and caught 
Sysonby ten yards from the finish. Tanya, inci- 
dentally, won the Belmont Stakes the next Spring 
and no filly has won this stakes since. In the 
beaten field was Agile, which was good enough to 
win the Kentucky Derby the next year. 

The Futurity did Tradition no harm. A week 
later she won the Flatbush at seven furlongs, 
scale weights, by an easy length from Oiseau, 
then owned by J. G. Greener and trained by Car- 
roll Reid. St. Bellane was third, Broadcloth, 
Burnt Hill, and Veto unplaced. In the Belles, a 
stakes restricted to fillies, at Sheepshead Bay, 
Tradition (125) was conceding from 15 to 25 
pounds to six rivals, but she started at 1 to 2 and 
though badly interfered with in the running, she 
won driving by a head from the speedy Hand- 
zarra. Three days later she scored her greatest 
triumph. This was in the Great Eastern Handi- 
cap at six furlongs, the last day of the meeting at

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Sheepshead Bay. She was alloted 128 pounds and 
was conceding from nine to 38 pounds to 14 op- 
ponents. The books were rather liberal—she was 
11 to 5—and the issue was never in doubt. At the 
end she was going easily two lengths in front of 
Sandria, with Burnt Hills a neck away. 

Tradition’s last race of the year, in the seven- 
furlong Champagne Stakes at Morris Park, was 
a distinct disappointment to me and to this day 
I do not admit the result was a true bill. The 
track was heavy and fog obscured part of the 
running. The race on the surface appeared to lie 
between Tradition and Oiseau; both were held at 
8 to 5. The third choice, Burnt Hills, was 25 to 1. 
Carroll Reid, trainer of Oiseau, rode George M. 
Odom, and I attribute Oiseau’s victory wholly to 
Odom’s out-generaling Lucien Lyne on Tradition. 
At the finish Oiseau was victorious by a length; 
the winner was in front at the end of the first 
quarter and his position was unchanged at the 
finish. 

I was never able to determine whether Lyne 
expected Oiseau to come back to him or not—he 
lay in behind the leader and the filly and her 
rider were covered with mud when they returned 
to the winner’s circle. It is probably equally true 
that Oiseau fancied the track condition more than 
the mare; that other son of *Ornus, Olambala, 
which came along later and was trained by Tom 
Healey, was a noted mudder. I do not wish to 
appear as trying to take any credit away from 
Oiseau. He was a first-class race horse; that year 
he won 15 races, and in his race prior to the 
Champagne, the Holly Handicap, he won with 132 
pounds. At the end of the year he was sold to 
James Buchanan (Diamond Jim) Brady for a 
price reported as $27,500 and turned over to Mat 
Allen to train. He was a son of *Ornus—Kitty 
Girl, by Virgil. His sire was imported by the 
Messrs. Morris and was by Bend Or—Ashgrove, 
by Albert Victor, and foaled in 1891. I recalled 
him racing at St. Asaph not quite ten years be- 
fore, entered to be sold for $100. *Ornus was 
taken to Tennessee and put in the stud by J. G. 
Greener and he sired a number of good horses 
he was well enough bred, but very unsound. 


CHAPTER VIII 


In 1895 August Belmont, for whom I was then 
training, took exception to the manner in which 
Hastings was trained for the Futurity, in which 
he finished unplaced. I thereupon suggested he 
secure another trainer; he did so and I turned 
the horses over to John J. Hyland at the end of 
the season. 

In 1903 Mr. Belmont and John J. Hyland came 
to a parting of the ways. I understand they had 
a disagreement concerning that grand filly Bel- 
dame, bred by Mr. Belmont. At Saratoga that 
year Beldame broke out with something. Hyland 
thought it was merely a case of hives or mos- 
quito-bites, but Mr. Belmont insisted the filly was 
suffering from skin disease and ordered her with- 
drawn from the Futurity. Naturally Mr. Bel- 
mont’s request was complied with. Hamburg 
Belle won that Futurity, but shortly afterward 
Beldame had recovered sufficiently to win the 
Great Filly Stakes at the expense of Ocean 
Tide and Mineola, earning $15,300 thereby. Hy- 
land, under the circumstances, was naturally in- 
censed at what he termed Mr. Belmont’s inter- 
ference, as he thought Beldame would have had 
an excellent chance to win the Futurity—-as she 
naturally would. The result was that John Hy- 


land resigned at the end of the Morris Park

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meeting and John Whalen, who had been his fore- 
man for years, was appointed trainer in his place. 
Beldame was leased to Newton Bennington, and 
trained by Fred Burlew was a winner late that 
autumn at Aqueduct in the Bennington silks. 

In 1901 Beldame became the best 3-year-old 
of the year; she lost but two races and from 
August on she was unbeatable, whipping the best 
horses of both sexes, regardless of age. That 
year Mr. Belmont also leased to Newton Benning- 
ton a 2-year-old named Blandy, a chestnut colt 
by Hastings—-Belinda, by Kingfisher, which ran 
about half a dozen times without winning. 

John Whalen trained the horses running in 
August Belmont’s name in 1904. One of the best 
of them was the 4-year-old Lord of the Vale, a 
son of Hastings out of Lady Violet, which will be 
recalled as the first stake winner I trained for 
August Belmont. She finished second in the 
Futurity of 1892 behind Morello, ridden by the 
then 50-year-old jockey William Hayward, and 
history repeated itself when her son, Lord of the 
Vale, finished second in the Futurity of 1902 be- 
hind John A. Drake’s Savable, trained by Enoch 
Wishard and ridden by Lucien Lyne. 

In July of 1905 August Belmont asked me if I 
would train Lord of the Vale, then in John Wha- 
len’s stable at Saratoga. Naturally I agreed to 
his request, the reason for which I did not know. 
Certainly John Whalen had done well with Lord 
of the Vale-—-he had won his last start before he 
was turned over to me. I saddled Lord of the 
Vale for the first time on the opening day of the 
Saratoga meeting for the Saratoga Handicap, 
which he duly won, off John Whalen’s training, 
beating Bad News, owned by E. R. Bradley, 
Caughnawaga, and others, but he was beaten in 
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his three remaining starts that year. 

Along about October of that year Mr. Belmont 
asked me to come to his office at 45 Cedar Street, 
New York City. This I did and when I arrived 
he asked me if I would train his horses in 1905. 
Turning the matter over in my mind, I said I 
would train possibly half a dozen of his horses 
on a day basis, but would not agree to give up 
the horses of Mr. Paget. He said he would think 
it over and let me know his decision. About a 
month later he told me my proposition was sat- 
isfactory, and I went down to the Nursery Stud 
to pick out about six yearlings to train the fol- 
lowing year. The lease Newton Bennington had 
on Beldame expired at the end of the 1904 season 
and Mr. Belmont wanted me to take her and 
train her in 1905. I could not see eye to eye with 
him on this. I was certain I had nothing to gain 
and everything to lose if I took over Beldame. It 
was a certainty I could not improve on what Fred 
Burlew had done with her and if she retrogressed 
I would have had to assume the responsibility. 
As a result Beldame ran in 1905 in Mr. Belmont’s 
name and trained by Burlew. She won but two 
races in ten starts but as they were the Standard 
Stakes and the Suburban Handicap they offset 
the eight races she lost. 

I did agree, however, to assume the training 
of Blandy, a 3-year-old in 1905, which Burlew 
had trained without much success in 1904. This 
colt, like some of the sons of Hastings, was a bit 
backward and was slow to round to. Bill Bren- 
nan, who was then foreman for Fred Burlew, 
thought well of Blandy and told me he was cer- 
tain the colt would show marked improvement at 
three. Brennan's opinion was sound, as Blandy 
proved as a 33-year-old.

Powerful Stakes Program 


SCHEDULE of 24 stakes events, averaging 

more than $20,000 each, was announced Feb- 
ruary 28 by Benjamin F. Lindheimer, executive 
director of the Arlington and Washington Park 
meetings, which will make up 70 days of racing 
in 1944. There will be five stakes with $50,000 
added, two with $25,000, one with $20,000, two 
with $15,000, and the remaining 14 will have $10,- 
000 added. The two tracks will also observe a 
$1,500 minimum purse, and will offer daily feat- 
ures of $2,500 to $5,000. 


One of the major increases is in the Beverly 
Handicap, a 1%-mile event for fillies and mares, 
which has been raised to $20,000 added, making 
it one of the richest events of the season in its 
division. Three handicaps have $50,000 added, as 
do the Classic Stakes and American Derby, and 
the two 2-year-old Futurities each have $25,000 
added. 

This extremely strong stakes roster represents 
the third straight year of extensive purse in- 
creases at Washington and Arlington Parks, 
which under their present management run vir- 
tually as one organization. It means that the 
Chicago area will have the richest racing in the 
nation during the 70 days the two tracks operate, 
and each season has seen more of the large 
stables in action there.

IGHEST placed of the young stallions on the 

list of leading sires was Hal Price Headley’s 
Menow, which stands at Beaumont Stud, Lexing- 
ton, and in 1943 was represented by only two 
crops of foals. In 1942 his first crop had shown 
high promise, turning out 13 winners from 17 
foals, four of them stakes winners, and it was one 
of this crop, the filly Askmenow, which did most 
toward her sire’s reputation in 1943. She was the 
leading money winner of her age and sex, winning 
the Pimlico Oaks, Arlington Matron and Beverly 
Handicaps, and the American Derby. Menow’s 
other stakes winner last year was also a filly, the 
2-year-old Thread o’ Gold which raced for Belair 
Stud. 

Menow was foaled at Mr. Headley’s farm on 
May 19, 1935. He is a son of *Pharamond I], still 
in service at Beaumont Farm, though his owner- 
ship is shared by Mr. Headley and Christopher 
Fitz Gerald. Menow’s dam was one of the many 
high-class fillies with which Mr. Headley has 
been blessed, the Supremus mare Alcibiades, 
which Mr. Headley named from the family nick- 
name of his daughter Alice, with only a side 
thought for the Athenian statesman. Alcibiades 
won $47,860, including the Kentucky and Arling- 
ton Oaks, Clipsetta Stakes, and Churchill Downs 
Debutante Stakes, and has produced two other 
good fillies in Sparta and Salaminia. 

Menow won the Futurity at two, running the 
distance in what was then world record time, 
1:15% for 6% furlongs. He also won the Cham- 
pagne Stakes (then also at 6% furlongs). Asa 
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53-year-old he began by pressing Bull Lea so hard 
that the latter set new track records at Keene- 
land for 1446 and 1% miles to beat him narrowly, 
defeats which Menow revenged later in the Poto- 
mac Handicap, in which he gave Bull Lea four 
pounds. The Withers Mile was made to order for 
him, and in it he beat Thanksgiving and others, 
going the distance in 1:37%5. 

But his most remunerative victory at three was 
one of his least expected ones. He was but lightly 
considered for the Massachusetts Handicap, in 
which War Admiral was so generally conceded to 
be unbeatable that Suffolk Downs had the win- 
ner’s blanket of flowers done in the black and 
yellow Riddle colors, but Menow took the track 
and ran off with the race, wining by about ten 
lengths. In the Havre de Grace Handicap he was 
well in the lead when he broke down, and he did 
not race again, going into the stud in 1939 with a 
record of 17 starts, seven wins, three seconds, 
three thirds, and $140,100 in earnings. 

In the following list appear all of Menow’s 1943 
winners, divided according to age. The figure in 
parenthesis following the breeding of the 3-year- 
olds indicates the longest distance (in furlongs) 
at which they won at three. The columns at the 
right show the number of wins and amount of 
winnings in first monies, with dead heats indi- 
cated by superior figures. Stakes winners’ names 
are in capitals.

HEN Call Boy won the Derby at Epsom in 

1927, his owner, Frank Curzon, was barely 
able to leave his box for the customary cere- 
monies, and about a month later he died. This 
ended Call Boy’s racing career, since it voided his 
engagements, and he was subsequently sold to Mr. 
Curzon’s brother, Sir H. Mallaby-Deeley, for the 
record price of £60,000, or $300,000. It also ended 
the English racing career of a 2-year-old_ half- 
brother to Call Boy, then unnamed, by the Derby 
winner Grand Parade out of Comedienne, a mare 
which Mr. Curzon had bought for £130. Three of 
her colts, all eventually stakes winners, were sold 
after his death for a total of $380,000. 

The 2-year-old Comedienne colt, which Mr. Cur- 
zon bred and raced, had begun by running un- 
placed in the New Stakes at Ascot, but he won 
the British Dominion T. Y. O. Plate, worth £915, 
at Sandown Park, and the Exeter Stakes, worth 
£1,205, at Newmarket, the latter only two days 
before his owner’s death. His engagements were 
of course canceled, and at the Newmarket Second 
October Sales the British Bloodstock Agency 
bought him, on behalf of the late Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, for £12,000, and it was announced that 
he had been named Strolling Player. Linneo de 
Paula Machado, president of the Brazilian Jockey 
Club who was killed in an airplane crash in 1942, 
was the runner-up. In England the colt was 
trained by J. E. Watts, ridden by Michael Beary. 

In the United States, in 1928 and 1929, *Stroll- 
ing Player raced for Admiral Grayson’s Salubria 
Stable. R. A. Smith trained him at three, when 
he won four races but was unplaced in all of his 
stakes attempts. He beat Toro and Sun Beau in 
one allowance race, Algernon and Edith Cavell in 
another. At four, under the handling of Preston 
M. Burch, he won the Pimlico Fall Serial Weight- 
for-Age Race No. 1, carrying 130 pounds and fin- 
ishing six lengths ahead of Martinique (127), 
with Distraction (130), Chianti (127), and four 
others following. In this country he started 21 
times, won five races, was second three times, 
third once, and earned $13,690. 

In the spring of 1929 (he did not race until 
October), he was bred to some mares, and got ten 
foals of 1930, none of them particularly distin- 
guished, though some won a good many races. He 
was subsequently in the stud at Admiral Gray- 
son’s Blue Ridge Farm until 1936. He was ad- 
vertised as the joint property of Admiral Grayson 
and B. B. Jones, and in 1936 he was transferred to 
Mr. Jones’ Audley Farm, a few miles out of 
Winchester, Va. Mr. Jones purchased his part- 
ner’s interest shortly before Admiral Grayson 
died in February, 19388, and *Strolling Player is 
still at Audley Farm. 

It was not until 1937 that one of “Strolling

Player’s get won a stakes, this being the rather

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good filly Stage Beauty, winner of the Lassie 
Stakes at Rockingham Park at two, and the Wor- 
cester Handicap at three. In 1937 he had another 
stakes winner in Wise Player, winner of the 
White Mountain Handicap. In 19388 he had an- 
other in Novelette, but a fourth did not appear 
until 1941, when the 5-year-old Marriage ended a 
long climb from the claiming ranks by taking the 
Long Island Claiming Stakes and the Marchbank 
Handicap. The subsequent history of Marriage is 
tolerably well known, as he rose to the status of 
a $200,000 winner in the New Orleans Handicap 
February 19 of this year. 

In 19438, for the first time, “Strolling Player 
was among the 20 leading sires, ranking eight- 
eenth, with Marriage winning nearly half of the 
total credited to him. In 19438 he was eleventh, 
with Marriage responsible for considerably more 
than half of the $122,919 his get won in first 
monies. Altogether, his get have won 733 races 
and about $725,000.
